ADOLF THE FRUSTRATED 
Adult Hitler’s plan of 
German 
expansion, pub­ 
lished in “Mein Kampf,” calls for acquisition of ter­ 
ritory to the east and southeast of the fatherland 
This was to be made possible by alliances with Great 
Britain and Italy to im m obile France, whi'h Hitler 
believed was the common enemy of Germany and 
Great Britain, With France taken care of, the little 
Balkan states would be pushovers. 
When Britain chose to ally itself With France, the I 
plan had to be revised. 
Part of the revision was a 
German alliance with Russia, something Hitler be­ 
lieved never should be done. 
Ho had nothing but 
contempt for Russians when he wrote “Mein Kampf" ; 
—and the Russians won’t forget what he said about, 
them when Nazi policy called for attacks on Com­ 
munism, 
As the rnly European power of any consequence 
left on the continent, Russia can make or break Ger­ 
many’s plan of hegemony over southeastern Europe. 
Hitler cannot afford now to fight the red army to get 
what he dreamed of in ‘‘Mein Kampf,” Just as he 
cannot afford to invade Great Britain to secure Ger­ 
many’s western front, now on the seacoast of France. 
It is, consequently, of tremendous importance that 
Hitler's diplomatic drive seems to have bogged down 
with the signing of alliances with Rumania, Hungary 
and Slovakia, leaving Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and Tur­ 
key outside the axis sphere. 
They have remained 
outside on the advice of Russia, presumably; they 
cannot afford to disregard Russia’s point of view 
If it prove to be Russia’s point of view that Ger- j 
many. cheated of victory over Great Britain, also 
must be denied sway over the east, which Hitler has 
claimed as a German right, then the war soon must 
begin to take a different shape. 
Its new shape will be that of a belligerent nation 
turned back on two fronts, stopped short of triumph, 
its leaders humiliated in the eyes of the people whose 
confidence they had won. Combined with the indif­ 
ferent success of Germany's partner in arms. Italy, 
and the unexpected dominance of its unnatural part­ 
ner In diplomacy, Russia, the loss of prestige m ay. 
prove fatal to popular morale 
Germans suspected 
at the outset they were being dragged into another 
losing fight; they must feel thaf the odds against 
them now are even longer than thpy were when the 
War began.
